easily remedied. 
Should tho fnalt be 


that our tobacco was ot too poor quality, 
that it was improperly grown, then the 
error could be remedied. 


When the farmers of Wisconsin first 


undertook to raise tobacco they know 
they had to compete against the estab- 
lished reputation of Connecticut and 
Pennsylvania tobaccos; they knew they 
must raise better tobaooo; expend upon 
their crops more care and effort; they 
knew they must establish for Wisconsin 
tobacco an enviable reputation and they 
have done it.
